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British Migrants in March Quarter. (Page 602.)

BRITISH CLAIMS AGAINST HUNGARY. 





LODGMENT OF PROOFS FOR NINTH 
DIVIDEND. 

The Administrator of Hungarian Property, under 
Section I (XIV) of the Treaty of Peace (Hungary) 
Orders, 1921-23, and with the approval of.the President 
of the Board of Trade, has prescribed 1st June, 1929, 
as the final date by which proofs by British nationals 
of debts due to them by Hungarian nationals or of 
pecuniary obligations of the Hungarian Government 
under Article 231 of the Treaty of Trianon, and other 
claims by British nationals against the Hungarian 
Government, must be made in order to rank for pay- 
ment of the ninth dividend to be declared by him. 

The 22nd May, 1928, was the final date by which 
such proofs had to be made in order to rank for pay- 
ment of the eighth dividend, but creditors who failed 
to lodge their Proofs of Claim with the Administrator 
by that date will, if they do so by 1st June, 1929, be 
entitled, subject to what is stated below in regard to 
claims under Article 231 of the Treaty, to rank for pay- 
ment of the dividend out of assets remaining after pay- 
ment of the eighth dividend before the assets are 
applied to the payment of the ninth dividend. 

In accordance with the Rule made by the Admini- 
strator on 7th March, 1923, claims under Article 231 
of the Treaty can only be admitted to rank at all for 
dividend if the proof was lodged before 30th June, 
1923, or if the time for lodging the proof is extended 
by the Administrator, who has power to grant an ex- 
tension until two months after the claimant became 
aware of the existence or amount of the claim where 
the claimant only became aware of its existence or 
amount at a date subsequent to Ist June, 1923. 
Claims lodged after lst June, 1929, will, if accepted, 
only be permitted to rank against any surplus of tbe 
above-mentioned Hungarian assets which may remain 
over after payment of the ninth dividend. 

The prescribed forms of proof of claim may be ob- 
tained on application to the Administrator of Hun- 
garian Property at Cornwall House, Stamford Street, 


London, S.E. 1.

NIGERIAN PIECE-GOODS IMPORTS. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Lagos reports 
that during the December quarter of 1928 imports of 
cotton piece-goods into Nigeria were valued at 
£1,265,806. Of the piece-goods imported bleached 
accounted for £446,665, of which the United Kingdom 
supplied £420,723; coloured, £342,449 (U.K. 
£316,768); dyed, £92,206 (U.K. £76,488); other grey, 
£9,660 (U.K. £9,648); grey baft, £167,165 (U.K. 
£167,135); printed, £164,593 (U.K. £133,543); vel- 
veteens, £18,990 (U.K. £15,698); and yarn, £24,078 
(U.K. £23,017). 

Imports of silk manufactures :—velvet amounted to 
£17,836, of which the United Kingdom supplied 
£9,919; Germany, £5,100; Holland, £2,103; and 
Belgium, £712. 





SIERRA LEONE PIECE-GOODS IMPORTS. 


The Imperial l'rade Correspondent at Freetown re- 
ports that during February last imports of cotton piece- 
goods were valued at £21,702. Of this amount 
bleached accounted for £4,898, of which the United 
Kingdom supplied £4,647; coloured, £8,495 (U.K. 
£6,948), dyed, £3,739 (U.K. £3,227); grey, £768, all 
from the United Kingdom, and printed, £3,802 (U.K. 
£3,223). 





ESTONIAN BUSINESS TAX ON FOREIGNERS. 

The British Consul at Tallinn has forwarded a 
translation of certain articles of a Law passed on 
25th May, 1928, amending the Business Tax Law. 
By virtue of this Law any foreigners who visit 
Estonia temporarily for business purposes, dnd intend 
to transact business either on their own aceount or 
on that of other persons, in offering or taking orders 
for goods, or collecting advertisements for foreign 
newspapers, are required, even if they do not open 
offices or business premises, to pay on their arrival 
a business tax amounting to 59 kroner per month or 
part thereof. 

This tax for the first month is to be paid within 
three days of arrival, either to the police authorities at 
the frontier or to a department of the Eesti Bank; 
subsequent monthly payments have to be paid to the 
Kesti Bank within three days of becoming due. The 
receipts for payment of the tax are to be attached to 
the passport of the paver. 

Up to the present this tax has not been generally 
applied, but it is understood that it is now to be 
brought into operation. 





PERSIAN LAW FOR COMPULSORY 
ARBITRATION. 


The Board of Trade have received through the 
Foreign Office a translation of a Persian Law to amend 
the Law for Compulsory Arbitration, notice of which 
was given in the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 12th July, 1928

PASSENGER MOVEMENT FROM AND 
TO THE UNITED KINGDOM. 





STATISTICS FOR MARCH QUARTER. 





(A) PASSENGERS OF ALL CLASSES.* 
1. TRAFFIC TO AND FROM NON-EUROPEAN COUNTRIES. 


The returns relating to the passenger traffic between 
the United Kingdom and places outside Europe, and 
not within the Mediterranean Sea, show that the 
number of persons of British nationality who left the 
United Kingdom for such countries during the three 
months ended March, 1929, exceeded the number who 
arrived as passengers from such countries by 26,942, 
compared with an outward balance of 27,080 in the 
first quarter of 1928. Outward balances of 82,692 and 
96,054 respectively were recorded during the twelve 
months ended March, 1929, and 1928. 

The outward balance to countries within the British 
Empire was 19,269 last quarter, compared with 20,318 
a year earlier, an increase of 2,429 in the balance out- 
ward to British North America being more than offset 
by decreases of 3,365 and 430 in the outward balances 
tc Australia and New Zealand respectively. The out- 
ward balance to the group ‘‘ Other Foreign Countries ’ 
shows a decrease of 423, while there was an increase of 
1,334 in that to the United States. 

The decrease of rather over 13,000 in the outward 
balance of British subjects during the twelve months 
ended March, 1929, as compared with the figures for 
the twelve months ended March, 1928, was entirely 
due to a reduction in the outward movement to the 
British Empire. 

As regards the movement of aliens between this 
country and non-European countries during the first 
quarter of 1929 an outward balance of 5,626 is re- 
corded, compured with an outward balance of 7,481 
in the corresponding quarter of 1928. In connection 
with the figures of the passenger movement, particu- 
larly those relating to alien passengers, it should be 
noted that they are inclusive of passengers who passed 
through the United Kingdom on their way between 
F;uropean and non-European countries, and vice versa. 


In Table I. on page 603 particulars are given of the 
number of passengers, including emigrants and immi- 
grants, who travelled between the United Kingdom 
and places outside Europe during the three months 
and twelve months ended March, 1928, and 1929. 


2. ‘TRAFFIC TO AND FROM THE CONTINENT. 


(Including all ports within the Mediterranean Sea and 
in the Channel Islands.) 


In the traffic between the United Kingdom and the 
Continent of Europe an excess outward of 11,178 
passengers was recorded during the first quarter of 
1929, as compared with an excess inward of 18,273 
passengers in the corresponding period of 1928. This 
reversal of direction of the balance movement was 
probably chiefly due to the first part of the Easter 
holidays falling in March this year; this having the 
effect of stimulating the outward flow just before the 
end of the quarter. These figures include passengers 
of all nationalities. Separate particulars as to the 
number of alien passengers from and to the Continent 
are not available from these returns. The figures of 
arrivals and departures do not, of course, relate to the 
number of individual persons who arrived or departed, 
but represent the total number of outward and inward 
voyages made by such passengers in the course of the 
periods mentioned. The following totals show the

The British subjects who were recorded as leaving 
permanent residence in the United Kingdom to take 
up permanent residence in non-European countries 
numbered 28,433 in the first quarter of 1929, as com- 

pared with 29,185 in the same period of 1928. Resi- 
Sead for a year or more is treated as permanent resi- 
dence for the purpose of this classification. The move- 
ment of British emigrants to the British Empire as a 
whole during the first three months of 1929, as com- 
pared with the first quarter of 1928, shows a decrease 
of 1,785, the number of emigrants to British North 
America showing an increase of 2,507, while the num- 
bers tc Australia and New Zealand show decreases of 
5,428 and 439 respectively. Comparing the movement 
of British emigrants to all parts of the Empire during 
the twelve months ended March, 1929, and 1928, a 
decrease of more than 9,000 is shown. The emigrants 
of British nationality to the United States numbered 
6,141 in the first quarter of 1929, as compared with 
5,108 during the same period of the preceding year. 


The total number of immigrants of British 
nationality into the United Kingdom during the first 
three months of 1929 was 8,665, representing a de- 
crease of 310, compared with those during the first 
three months of 1928. 


The net excess of British emigration over immi- 
gration was 77,287 in the twelve months ended March,

During the four expired months of the current year, 
retained imports of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof were less by 23 per cent. than the corresponding 
retained imports of last year; the bulk of the reduction 
occurred in crude iron and steel and semi-finished 
products, the retained imports of finished iron and 
steel being little less than a year ago. British exports 
showed a small advance on Jast year’s figures, increases 
in the exports of crude iron and steel and semi-finished 
products more than compensating for a small decline 
in finished goods. Prominent features of the variation 
in exports of finished goods were substantial increases 
in the cases of galvanised sheets, tinned plates, and 
wrought tubes, and a large reduction in the case of 
railway material. 


As regards machinery, exports in the expired four 
months of this year amounted to 184,707 tons (valued 
at £17,490,000), as compared with 188,940 tons 
(£17,833,000) a year ago, while retained imports ad- 
vanced from 32,057 tons (£5,037,000) during January- 
April, 1928, to 33,167 tons (£5,355,000) in the corre- 
sponding period of 1929. British exports of motor 
cars, ete., and chassis have this year ageregated 
14,074, as compared with 9,735 in the corresponding 
four months of 1928, prominent features of this im- 
provement being increased exports of touring cars to 
the Irish Free State and of chassis to Australia. Re- 
tained imports of motor cars, etc., and chassis during 
January-April numbered 12,583, as compared with 
9,980 in the corresponding period of 1928.

Retained imports of raw cotton during the expired 
part of 1929 amounted to 607°5 million lbs., and during 
the first four months of the preceding year to 476-2 
million lbs. According to the statistics published by 
the Liverpool Cotton Association, the deliveries of 
cotton to mills during January-April, 1929, aggregated 
about 532 million lbs., and the corresponding deliveries 
in 1928 were about 539 million lbs. 


A comparison of the periods covered hy the table 
shows that aggregate exports of cotton yarns and of 
piece-goods did not vary much. In the case of piece- 
goods declines in the exports of printed varieties and 
coloured cottons were more than compensated by in- 
creases in the exports of bleached and unbleached 
goods and goods dyed in the piece. Considering piece- 
goods as a whole, the square yardage consigned to 
India this year (576 million) was less than the quantity 
in the corresponding four months of 1928 (593 million 
sq. yds.). Other notable variations in consignments to 
individual countries (comparing like periods of four 
months in the two years) were increases of 22-4, 19-0, 
and 13°6 million sq. yds. in the exports to China, Egypt, 
and Brazil respectively, and a decrease of 27-1 million 
sq. yds. (the great bulk being unbleached) in the ex- 
ports to Switzerland. 


Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool in the 
expired months of 1929 amounted to 257°7 million lbs., 
as compared with 294-7 million lbs. in the correspond- 
ing months of 1928. During January-April the exports 
of woollen and worsted yarns were about 154 per cent. 
less than the exports in the first four months of 1928. 
As regards woollen and worsted tissues, exports this 
year were slightly below those of a year ago, while re- 
tained imports this year amounted to 15-5 million sq. 
yds., an increase of 12 per cent. on the quantity re- 
corded during January-April, 1928. 


Exports oF SuNDRY MANUFACTURES. 


Among other manufactured articles (still eomparing 
the expired four months of 1929 with the like period of 
1928), reference may be made to the increase in British 
exports of ammonium sulphate from 104,000 tons to 
152,000 tons, and to decreases occurring in respect of 
exports of the following goods: boots and shoes (from 
359,000 to 293,000 dozen pairs), wool stockings and 
hose (from 894,000 to 850,000 dozen pairs), dressed and 
undressed leather (from 154,000 to 103,000 cwts.) and 
sodium compounds (from 158,000 to 133,000 tons).

As is shown by the table, substantial increases were 
recorded in retained imports of phosphate of lime and 
in both chemical and mechanical wood pulp. Retained 


imports of iron ore were greater by nearly 11 per cent.,° 


as compared with those of a year ago. A material 
advance occurred in imports of vegetable oils, and the 
imports of seeds, nuts and kernels for the oil-express- 
ing industry were on the whole greater than in 
January-April, 1928. Substantial decreases were re- 
corded in the retained imports of hides and of leather. 
The very large increase in retained imports of rubber 
is explained partly by an advance in total imports from 
40,860 tons in January-April, 1928, to 54,020 tons in 
the expired months of this year, and partly by a de- 
cline in re-exports from 34,900 tons in the earlier period 
to 19,530 tons in the later, which was principally due 
to a large decrease in consignments to the United 
States. A large increase in re-exports of tin ingots, 
ete., during this year, as compared with the correspond- 
ing part of 1928, resulted in the absorption of more 
than the total imports during January-April, which 
amounted to 4,535 tons, as compared with 4,755 tons a 
year ago.

Britain from postal traffic, per working day, for each 
month from January, 1928, to April, 1929, are shown 
below. Telegraph and Telephone receipts, Savings 
Bank, and Money and Postal Order business are ex- 
cluded. The value of postage stamps used for receipt 
stamp and other revenue duties is included. The 
figures are an approximately correct index of the move- 
ment from month to month of the amount of postal 


traffic handled, expressed in terms of postage.

DISTRIBUTION OF OUR OVERSEAS 
TRADE. 


FIRST QUARTER OF 1929. 


The April issue of the ‘‘ Accounts Relating to Trade 
and Navigation of the United Kingdom ’’ contains 
tables showing the value of our external trade with 
individual countries during the first quarter of 1929 
which enable us to publish our customary survey of 
the geographical distribution of the trade between the 
United Kingdom and other countries. In this article, 
a comparison is made between the distribution of the 
trade in the first quarter of 1929 and that in the first 
quarters of 1913 and 1928 respectively. 

For purposes of better comparison with the first 
quarter of 1913, our trade with the Irish Free State has 
been excluded from the general review. The follow- 
ing table shows the extent of that trade in the first 
quarters of 1928 and 1929:—

Our imports from the Irish Free State were sub- 
stantially greater in the first quarter of this year than 
a year earlier and our re-exports to the Irish Free 
State were slightly greater. On the other hand there 
was a considerable reduction in our domestic exports 
to that market. 

In comparing the distribution of our trade now with 
that in 1913, a further correction should strictly be 
made in respect of the direct trade of the ports of 
Southern Ireland with countries overseas, since that 
trade is included in the figures for 1913. The export 
trade in 1913 was negligible, however, and the imports 
amounted to only about 1 per cent. of the total imports 
into the United Kingdom. Further, in order to pre- 
serve comparability with 1913, Palestine, the Sudan, 
South-West Africa Territory, Tanganyika, and Nauru 
and Western Samoa have been treated as foreign 
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countries throughout. Separate particulars of our I. Imports. 
trade with these countries in 1913 are not available.

CANADIAN APPLE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
been officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, 
between 25th April and Ist May, 3,700 boxes of Cana- 
dian apples were dispatched to various United King- 
dom ports. 

The total number of apples exported from Canada 
this season up to 18th April was 733,496 barrels; 
7,678 half-barrels; and 895,366 boxes, as compared 
with 632,364 barrels; 12,037 half-barrels; and 567,198 
boxes during the corresponding period last season. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South 
Africa in London has received cabled advice from the 
Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, that the follow- 
ing quantities of South African produce were shipped 
during the week ended 27th April to various United 
Kingdom ports:—Wool, scoured, 281 bales, grease, 
6,600 bales; mohair, 858 bales; hides, wet, 1,125 bales, 
dry, 541 bales; sheepskins, 595 bales; goatskins, 139 
bales; wattle bark, 520 tons; wattle extract, 199,917 
lbs. ; ostrich feathers, 2 cases; tobacco, 5 cases; bitter 
aloes, 7 cases; maizemeal, 4, 707 bags; grits, 590 bags ; 
germ meal, 612 bags, and lucerne meal, 1,500 bags. 

In addition the following boxes of deciduous fruit 
were dispatched on 38rd May:—Pears, 118; grapes, 
11,859; apples, 51; persimmons, 80; oranges, 457; 
grape fruit, 100; pines, 7388, and avocado pears, 25.

CROPS. 

Madras, 4th May.—Rain fell in the Southern dis- 
tricts, on the West Coast and in the Nilgiri Hills. The 
conditions of standing crops is generally fair to good. 
The outturn of dry crops in parts of the Circars is fair 
to normal. 

Bihar and Orissa, 6th May.—Rainfall was light in 
Darbhanga, Purnea and Santhal Perganas; hardly any 
rain fell elsewhere. Standing crops generally are doing 
well; rain is badly needed for jute in parts of Bhagal- 
pur. In the Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota 
Nagpur the weather was seasonable ; sugarcane is grow- 
ing well. 

sengal, 8th May.—Iainfall was nearly general in 
North and East Bengal and light and scattered else- 
where. More rain is needed to facilitate the cultivation 
of autumn crops in Western Bengal. Prospects for 
standing crops are reported to be generally satisfac- 
tory. 

Central Provinces, 6th May.—The weather was hot, 
with occasional clouds. 





Punjab, 6th May.—The weather was dry except for 
light rain in parts of Ludhiana and Shahpur. The con- 
dition of standing crops is generally average to good. 

Assam, 13th May.—Heavy rain throughout has 
greatly interfered with agricultural operations and the 
growth of crops.

MALAYAN IMPORTS OF MACHINERY. 


Imports of machinery into Malaya during 1928 
reached a value of £35,217,451, .as compared with 
£2.671,612 in 1927, states the Malayan Information 
Agency in London. 





LATVIAN STATE RAILWAYS. 


The Latvian Consulate-General in London reports 
that the State Railways showed record returns for the 
year 1928. ‘They carried 11,584,000 passengers as 
against 11,121,000 in 1927, while the goods traffic re- 
turns rose from 3,029,000 tons in 1927 to 3,613,000 
tons in 1928. The receipts increased from €9,800,000 
lats in 1927 to 45,100,000 lats last year. The net 
earnings of the State Railways during the last four 
years were as follows:—1928, 9,700,000 lats; 1927, 
4,900,000 lats; 1926, 3,700,000 lats; and 1925, 
1,900,000 lats. 





UNITED STATES TRADE AND INDUSTRY. 


A cable received by the London office of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York reports that as 
spring progresses jobbing trades in the United States 
are becoming quiet. Unseasonable weather in April 
partly offset the gains in trade during the first quarter 
of the year. Planting of corn and oats has been de 
layed and considerable replanting of cotton has heen 
necessitated. Seasonal commodities suffered, but 
general business has been affected less in cities than 
in rural districts. However, business is still above the 
level of a year ago. 

Cotton spinning spindles in place on 31st March were 
35,405,908, as against 81,007,936 in February, 
80,757,552 in January, and 31,482,840 a year earlier. 

Commercial failures in April were 2,021, with 
35,269,702 dollars liabilities, as against 1,818 failures 
with 37,985,145 dols. liabilities in April, 1928.

IMPERIAL INSTITUTE : ANNUAL REPORT, 


The Secretary of the Imperial Institute, South 
Kensington, London, 8.W. 7, has forwarded a copy of 
the Annual Report of the work of the Imperial Institute 
for the year 1928. It is a record of progress during the 
year in the activities of the Advisory Councils and their 
associated Technical Committees; in the Investigations 
and Intelligence work; and in the reorganisation of the 
Exhibition Galleries. 


The Council and Committees have devoted much 
attention to developing the production within the 
Empire of many materials of plant, animal and mineral 
origin required by British manufacturers. 


Among the investigations, specia] attention may be drawn 
to (1) the examination of stringy-bark pulp from Australia, 
which showed that the material should be suitable for 
making rayon (artificial silk); (2) the comparative tests of 
twines made from Italian, Russian and Indian hemps, 
which demonstrated the important fact that, contrary to 
general opinion, the resistance of Indian hemp both to sea 
and fresh water is not inferior to that of European hemps; 
and (3) the examination of a large number of samples of 
Smpire-grown tobaccos fronr 13 overseas countries. 


A Report on the Radium Resources of the Empire was 
drawn up and submitted to the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research at the request of the Chairman of 
the Radium Committee. An investigation on the carbonisa- 
tion and briquetting of New Zealand lignite was carried 
out by Sir Richard Redmayne, Chairman of the Advisory 
Council on Minerals of the Imperial Institute. Technical 
trials have been carried out on a number of brick and tile 
clays from Nigeria and the Sudan, with a view to suggest- 
ing improvements in local methods of manufacture. 


The total number of visitors to the Exhibition 
Galleries was 345,961, including over 80,000 school- 
children in organised parties. The reorganisation and 
improvement of the Exhibition Galleries proceeded 
steadily throughout the year, and many new exhibits 
and dioramas, or modelled panoramas, representing 
life, industries and scenery of the countries of the 
Empire were added. 


The free cinema, erected and maintained by the 
Empire Marketing Board, is becoming increasingly 
popular. During 1928 there were 1,274 sessions, and 
approximately 6,300 films were shown. Special atten- 
tion is also drawn to the Director’s (Lt.-Gen. Sir 
William Furse) concluding paragraph in the Introduc- 
tion, pointing out the need for more and better films.

BRITISH PARTICIPATION IN THE INTER- 

NATIONAL EXHIBITION, ANTWERP, 1930. 

At the invitation of the Exhibition authorities a 
party of press representatives has visited the site of the 
International Colonial and Maritime Exhibition to be 
held at Antwerp in 1930. 

The party left London on the evening of Monday, 
8th May, and returned on the evening of Wednesday, 
10th May. The delegation, which was granted free 
travelling facilities by courtesy of the Juondon and 
North-Eastern Railway Company, was arranged under 
the auspices of the Department of Overseas Trade, 
and was accompanied by representatives cf that De- 
partment. The delegates were entertained at luncheon 
on Tuesday by Monsieur A. Martougin, President of 
the Chamber of Industry at Antwerp, and at a banquet 
by Dr. Fr. van Cauwelaert, Burgomaster of Antwerp, 
on behalf of the City. The British Ambassador was 
present. On Wednesday the delegates were enter- 
tained at luncheon by M. le Comte Adrien Van der 
Burch, President of the Comité Belge des Exposi- 
tions et des Foires, and visits were paid to places of 
interest in the City. 

The party was conducted over the site of the Ex- 
hibition, special attention being paid to the site which 
will be oceupied by the British section. ‘This site is 
approached by the main avenues of the Exhibition. 
The British Pavilion, constructed on the bastions of 
one of the old city fortifications, will stand about 
twenty feet above the level of the surrounding flat 
country, and it will have a water frontage throughout 
its length. The pavilion, which has been designed by 
Sir Edward Lutyens, R.A., commands a view across 
two bridges which connect the area with the rest of 
the Exhibition, and thus occupies a dominating posi- 
tion. 

The general plan of the building, for the interior 
decoration of which Professor Richardson, It.1.B.A.., 
is co-operating with Sir Edwin Lutyens, turns upon 
a central circular court. In the middle of this court 
there will be set a map of the world, similar to the 
one which was shown in the British Government 
Pavilion at Wembley. The map displays by means of 
working models the main shipping routes and princi- 
pal harbours of the world. Jt will be surrounded by a 
series of replicas of the cabins of famous seamen, with 
illuminated dioramas which will show the influence of 
their discoveries upon the progress of civilisation. A 
series of halls opening from the centre court will be 
devoted to modern shipping and kindred activities and 
to exhibits showing the progress of colonial civilisa- 
tion. The organisation of these exhibits is now being 
actively undertaken by the Department of Overseas 
Trade, with whom firms interested are invited to com- 
municate at 385, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 








NORTH-EAST COAST EXHIBITION 
OF INDUSTRY, SCIENCE AND ART. 

His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales performed 
the opening ceremony, on Tuesday, at the North- 
Kast Coast Exhibition of Industry, Science and Art, 
which is being held on the Town Moor, eweastle- 
upon-Tyne, until 20th October. 

During the course of his speech he said :— 

‘‘ Forty-two years ago, almost to a day, a great mining, 
engineering, and industrial exhibition was opened in New- 
castle by the Duke of Cambridge, who came as the repre- 
sentative of Queen Victoria in the year of her first Jubilee. 
To-day marks the inauguration on practically the same site 
of another and far more ambitious exhibition, promoted not 
only by the City and County of Newcastle-upon-Tyne but 
also by many important boroughs of the North-East Coast 
extending from the Tees to the Tweed. 

‘“The aim of this Exhibition is to revitalise existing in- 
dustries, to discover how they should be adapted and, if 
necessary, improved. The march of time may: have shown 
some branches of industry outliving their usefulness, and 
it is hoped that this great enterprise may serve in no small 
measure to discover the weak spots and by encouraging the 
establishment of new works and new methods provide fresh 
channels of labour in an area that has had more than its 
fair share of hard times. 





EXHIBITIONS AND FAIRS—Continued. 





‘‘To-day there are certain indications to show that the 
industries of this district, which have had a good deal of 
punishment during the last few rounds, are not yet out of 
the ring, but are fighting back gallantly with a good 
Northern punch, We still lead the world in shipbuilding; 
some 48 per cent. of the merchant shipping under construc- 
tion is being built in this country; of the work commenced 
during the first quarter of this year, 54 per cent. was laid 
down here, and in the same period we have 67 per cent. of 
the launchings to our credit. 

‘‘Conditions in the iron and steel industry have im- 
proved during the last few months, and the number of fur- 
naces in blast is increasing. It is hoped that here, as in the 
North-Eastern coalfields, the improvement noted is not 
merely due to transitory causes, but that there may remain 
some permanent expansion after the severe depression that 
has for so long existed. 

‘‘The people of the North-East are to be congratulated 
not only on the spirit with which they have ‘stuck it’ 
during the recent lean years, but especially on the courage 
and foresight they have displayed in promoting this living 
advertisement of their determination to regain their com- 
mercial prosperity. 

‘‘The Exhibition is, in fact, the challenge of the North- 
East Coast, and an announcement to the whole world that 
the great shop of this industrial district is still open, is de- 
termined to carry on, and is prepared to meet all orders 
with the highest traditions of a not unworthy past. In the 
hope that the imagination and energy of its promoters may 
bring renewed prosperity to the North-East Coast, I for- 
mally declare this Exhibition open and wish it all possible 
success.’’ 


POLISH NATIONAL EXHIBITION.

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that during

Great 
Britain supplied imports to the value of £126,827 during 
the month under review, or 39 per cent. of the total, as

DUTCH EAST INDIES. 
TRADE OF THE EAST COAST OF SUMATRA 
IN 1928. 


The British Consul at Medan has forwarded a survey 
of the economic position in the Province of the East Coast 
of Sumatra during 1928. He states that into the com- 
plex of factors controlling the economic condition of the 
Kast Coast of Sumatra, the year 1928 has brought a clearly- 
marked change in the very # sau drop of the export surplus, 
under the double influence of rising import values and 
lower prices of the produce exported, This change is illus- 
trated by the following table: —

These figures indicate clearly the great change that has 
occurred. After the malaise year 1923 exports rose in 
1925 to a zenith higher by 130 million guilders, but have 
since fallen by 80 million guilders as a result of low rubber 
prices. Exports to Java are insignificant, and consist 
mainly of fish-products from Bagan Si Api Api and a little 
coffee and tea. Imports have risen steadily, and are now 
double the 1923 figure. 

A large part of.the exports is not necessarily counter- 
balanced by imports; the plantations merely bring into 
circulation their costs of production, regardless of market 
prices or produce. In present conditions this is a fact 
very beneficial to trade generally; otherwise imports and 
the total trade turnover must have fallen heavily. So there 
is only the drop in so-called native exports, which are, 
practically speaking, balanced by imports, with which to 
reckon. The fall in value of these native exports is esti- 
mated at 10 million guilders, and this decline, if perma- 
nent, must in the long run influence importations. Such an 
influence did not show itself in 1928, imports being still 
higher than in 1927; though it must be mentioned that 
this apparent increase was partly due to the inclusion of 
Bengkalis in the statistics for the first time, (Before 1928 
Bengkalis was outside the Customs limits.) Practically 
speaking, the imports into the province generally in 1928 
show scarcely any rise. In 1929, then, an increase of 
imports is only to be looked for if plantations expand at 
least sufficiently to neutralise the inevitable decline of 
imports for native consumption; and it seems likely that 
the recent steady expansion in imports may have now come 
to a standstill. 

Of the total exports and imports the port of Belawan 
catered for: exports, 170,091,000 guilders and imports, 
78,684,000 guilders. 


Export TRADE. 


The export of European plantation products increased 
only 6 per cent. in contrast with the rise of 26 per cent. 
shown in 1927. The production and export of rubber in- 
creased but little; this resulting from the fact that six 
years ago the planting of rubber was expanding but little, 
so that the productive area now shows a correspondingly 
small increase. The export of liquid latex increased

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on this account by about.7 million guilders, and the mode- 
rate increase of the number of contract coolies by no means 
adjusted this diminution. 

The boycott of Japanese goods has been of real effect. 
At the end of the year it still continued here, although it 
seemed already to have abated in Java. There exist, how- 
ever, some few Chinese traders who depend largely on 
Japanese goods, e.g., on cheap pottery, glass, certain classes 
of cotton goods, etc. These have been placed in a very 
difficult position by the boycott, and some have failed. 

There is the over-importation of recent years. Imports 
for consumption totalled in 1924 35 million florins; this 
increased to 45 million fis. in 1925, 51 million fis. in 1926, 
and 52 million fis. in 1927. For 1928 it was again just a 
little higher. There has certainly been a slight increase of 
population since 1924, but far less than 50 per cent., so the 
inference can be made that the consumption per head has 
substantially increased. These figures made it easily sppre- 
ciable that a certain over-importation of goods for con- 
sumption has occurred. 

A further fact that follows, to which special attention 
should be drawn, is the greater significance to be given to 
the so-called imports for production. Since 1924 imports 
for consumption have risen by 17 million fls., or 50 per 
cent. The productive imports, however, totalled in 1924 
less than 14 million fils., and are now 100 per cent. higher. 

Bearing in mind that the official vaiuations of most pro- 
ductive goods, such as manures, chemicals, iron, etc., are 
little higher than before the war (106: 100 on the basis of 
1913 figures), while the index figure of the price of goods 
for consumption is 180: 100, it can be reckoned that if 
prices in 1927 had been the same as in 1912-13 the pro- 
ductive imports would be as important as those for con- 
sumption—about 28 million fils. in each case. This is caused 
by the influence of the perennial plantations, which use so 
much machinery, light railway material, etc., while the 
use of manures and insecticides has increased in astonish- 
ingly quick time. The increase of building, too, has in- 
creased the productive imports, e.g., in the case of cement. 

The increase of estate coolies by 13,000 in 1928 has, it is 
considered, rendered possible an advance in the importation 
of articles of consumption of round about one million 
guilders. On the other hand, the capacity for the im- 
portation of this class of articles diminished in 1928 through 
the heavy drop in value of native produce. The various 
‘“native products ’’ enumerated in the trading statistics 
had a value in 1927 of 24-8 million guilders and in 1928 of 
22-8 million guilders. The figure for 1928 includes, how- 
ever, Bengkalis. Taking this into consideration, the total 
drop was about 6-4 million guilders. The favourable 
symptom of a rise in the number of estate coolies was, 
therefore, more than counterbalanced by the diminution of 
the purchasing power of the free native population.

PLANTATION DEVELOPMENT. 

Exact figures in regard to planting during 1925 are not 
yet available. The area planted with rubber has probably 
increased very little; the increase of the tea planted area 
can be estimated provisionally at 18,000 hectares. Oil palm 
planting again expanded substantially, and a rough esti- 
mate gives an increase of 46,000 hectares. 


Import TRADE. 


The condition of the import trade in the East Coast of 
Sumatra has, as far as the bazaar trade is concerned, been 
unfavourable. At first sight this seems strange, but the 
following causes can be recognised : — 

The low price of native rubber had a certain influence, 
not, however, to be over-estimated. The import capacity 
of the province has been reckoned as having been reduced

The impressions created by the 1928 figures are of a 
divided nature. On the one hand, it is clear that the 
entirely agricultural nature of the province is more and 
more consolidated, and that the perennial plantaticns 
steadily and increasingly dominate the trade. The anoli- 
tion of rubber restriction has been successfully passed, while 
native rubber growing has not been seriously influenced by 
the abolition of restriction. With free rubber, even, a rise 
in price has already occurred. The coming opening of the 
Dairi lands is a favourable factor for the future.

SAFETY OF LIFE AT SEA. 





INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE AND 
NAVIGATION QUESTIONS. 


The International Convention on Safety of Life at Sea 
which was drawn up by the Conference of 1913-14 contained 
a number of provisions relating to Safety of Navigation. 
These have been under review by a committee of the present 
Conference. 





SHIPPING—Continued. 





DERELICT AND IcE PATROL. 


It will be remembered that the ‘‘ Titanic,’’ the loss of which 
was one of the main originating causes of the pre-war Confer- 
ence, sank after striking an iceberg; and ona 4 attention was 
given by that Conference to devising means for avoiding the 
recurrence of such a casualty. For example, provision was made 
for an organisation which would operate in the North Atlantic 
for the purpose of destroying derelicts and of maintaining an 
ice patrol, as well as engaging in the study and observation of 
ice conditions. The United States Government undertook the 
management of this organisation, the cost of which was allocated, 
in the proportions determined by the Conference, among the 
countries specially interested. As a result of the outbreak of 
war a number of these countries ceased to be contributories, and 
their shares were distributed among the other countries on the 
list. 


One of the objects of the present Conference has, therefore, 
been to review the arrangements and to make a fresh allocation 
of the cost among those of the participating countries which are 
interested in the matter. The result of the discussions has shown 
a general desire that the existing arrangements under which the 
patrol is organised and operated by the United States Govern- 
ment should continue; and agreement has been reached on the 
Committee as to the distribution of the expenses. 


METEOROLOGY AND WIRELESS. 


The Convention of 1914 contained provisions for securing the 
co-operation of all ships in reporting the presence of dangerous 
ice or dangerous derelicts to other ships in the vicinity and also 
to the competent authorities on the neighbouring coasts, with 
a view to the information being further disseminated. Apart 
from ice and derelicts, the Convention also provided that ships 
fitted with a wireless installation should immediately report the 
existence of any imminent and serious danger to navigation 
which they might encounter. 


Since 1914 the science of meteorology has niade great strides, 
and it is considered that much can be done to promote safety of 
life at sea through the collection of meteorological data by ships 
at sea and the use of such data to enable weather bulletins and 
warnings of gales or hurricanes to be issued by the various 
national meteorological services. Useful results might also be 
obtained by arranging for certain selected ships to transmit by 
wireless telegraphy meteorological observations taken at speci- 
fied hours, and ly encouraging all ships to send in such 
observations during the hurricane season, so that warnings of 
tropical storms might be widely distributed. In view of all 
these possible uses of meteorology in diminishing dangers to 
shipping, the Committee on Navigation are considering the in- 
clusion in the Convention of a number of new provisions for 
giving effect to these objects. 


PREVENTION OF COLLISIONS. 


Another matter referred to in the 1914 Convention was the 
amendment of the international regulations for preventing colli- 
sions at sea. These regulations form a code to which practically 
all the maritime nations of the world subscribe, and it would, 
therefore, not be possible for a Conference at which those 
nations are not all represented to alter the regulations. The Con- 
ference of 1913-14, however, agreed that steps should be taken 
to obtain from the other Governments concerned their agree- 
ment to the revision of the regulations in regard to five points 
specified in the Convention, viz. : (1) A second white masthead 
light to be compulsory on steamers 150 feet long and upwards; 
(2) a permanent fixed stern light to be compulsory on all except 
very small vessels; (3) a special day signal to be compulsory for 
sailing vessels fitted with auxiliary motors; (4) a special sound 
signal to be established for use in fog by a vessel towed; and 
(5) the addition of the international Hc Mn telegraphy distress 
signal to the international signals of distress already prescribed 
in the Collision Regulations. Since 1914 enquiries have estab- 
lished that a very wide measure of agreement exists as to the 
desirability of making these changes in the regulations, and the 
Committee on Navigation have agreed to recommend their 
adoption. 


The Committee have also considered a large number of other 
proposals for the amendment of the Collision Regulations and 
are recommending amendments in the rules relating to lights 
and signals. The steering and sailing rules remain unaltered. 


UNIFICATION OF HrELM ORDERS. 


A further subject of major importance under discussion in 
the Committee on Navigation is that of helm orders. The pre- 
vious Conference ninied to the Convention which they drew 
up a number of recommendations, one of which was that “‘ in 
view of the diversity of practice and opinion in the different 
countries, the question of the adoption of a uniform system of 
helm orders should be considered at the same time as the revision 
of the regulations for preventing collisions at sea.’’ A uniform 
international system of helm orders has been advocated primarily 
for the reasons that ships have to employ foreign pilots when 
they enter foreign pilotage waters, and that seamen of one 
nationality serve on board ships of other countries. A number 
of nations have already adopted the ‘‘ direct’’ system, and 
others are going to do so. The countries that have adopted the 
** direct ’’ system —— of the “‘ indirect ’’ system have stated 
that they experienced no difficulty in making the change. 
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SHIPPING—Coniinued. 





AIDS TO NAVIGATION : SIGNALS. 


In addition to reviewing the provisions of the old Convention 
which relate to safety of navigation (and which deal with such 
matters as speed of ships in a zone of dangerous ice, routes to 
be followed across the North Atlantic, the manning of ships, and 
the proper use of the international distress signals), the Com- 
mittee on Navigation has considered a number of proposals for 
provisions relating to the new or improved aids to navigation, 
particularly of a radio-electric description, which have become 
available since 1914. These include radio compasses, radio 
beacons, echo depth sounding apparatus, synchronised radio and 
under-water signals, etc. 


Another question which has been brought before the Com- 
mittee is that of adopting uniform life-saving signals, land and 
coastal signals, and a uniform system of buoys and buoyage. 
In such matters the agreement of countries not represented at 
the Conference would be of importance, and, while the Com- 
mittee may recognise the desirability of securing uniformity, yet 
in view of the limited time at its disposal it could obviously not

CYPRUS. 


CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK. 
(From the Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London.) 


Wheat has been somewhat checked by the recent dry 
weather, and the Sirividhi pest has caused consider- 
able damage in certain localities. Barley is already being 
harvested, and the quantity and quality are expected to be 
above the average. Oats have been checked by dry weather 
and production is expected to be below the average. 

Vetches, favetta, louvana, chick-peas, broad beans and 
white cumin show promise, but the broad-bean crop has 
heen adversely affected by local frosts. Potato growth has 
- retarded by cold weather, but otherwise prospects are 
fooa. 

The crop of Famagusta oranges is practically exhausted, 
but there is still a good stock of Lefka; demand is active. 
The almond crop is expected to be good. Transplanting of 
tobacco seedlings has already started; reports are very 
favourable and a record production is hoped for. Cotton 
exports have declined.

IMPORT AND EXPORT PROHIBITIONS 
AND RESTRICTIONS. 


HIS MAJESTY’S RATIFICATIONS. 


With reference to the notices published in_ the 
‘* Journal ’’ of 26th July, 1928 (pages 120-2), the Board of 
Trade announce that His Majesty’s ratifications of the 
following instruments in respect of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland have been deposited 
at Geneva :— 


(a) International Convention for the Abolition of 
Import and Export Prohibitions and Restrictions and 
Protocol, signed at Geneva, 8th November, 1927, and 
the Supplementary Agreement thereto and Protocol, 
signed at Geneva, llth July, 1928; 

(b) International Agreement relating to the Exporta- 
tion of Hides and Skins, signed at Geneva, llth July, 
1928 ; 

(c) International Agreement relating to the Exporta- 
tion of Bones, signed at Geneva, Ilth July, 1928. 





AUSTRIA—ICELAND. 


TREATY OF COMMERCE. 


A Treaty of Commerce between Austria and Iceland was 
signed on 6th April, 1928. Ratifications were exchanged on 
15th March of this year, and the Treaty came into opera- 
tion ten days later. The Treaty is concluded for a period 
of one year, and unless denounced three months before the 
expiration of that period, will continue in force indefinitely, 
subject always to denunciation at three months’ notice. 


The Parties agree, on terms of reciprocity, to grant most- 
favoured-nation treatment generally in all that concerns 
their commerce, industry and navigation, and, in particu- 
lar, as regards import and export duties, import and ex- 
port prohibitions and restrictions (with certain reserva- 
tions) and matters relating to the transit and transport 
of goods. 


The nationals and companies of the one Party are to 
enjoy in the territories of the other most-favoured-nation 
treatment as regards access to those territories and as re- 
gards the acquisition and possession of property, the carry- 
ing on of commerce and industry and in matters of taxa- 
tion of whatever kind. 


Provision is made for the accord of most-favoured-nation 
treatment to commercial travellers and for the duty-free ad- 
mission of their samples. 

The Protocal to the Treaty provides that Austria shall 


not be entitled to any special privileges which are, or may 
be, accorded by Iceland to Denmark.

CUSTOMS DUTY ON KNOTTED CARPETS. 


In virtue of a Swedish Royal Decree, dated 5th April, 
the Customs duty on knotted carpets of wool, even sewn, 
hemmed, bordered or with fringes, containing over 250 
knots per linear metre (Tariff No. 395) has been reduced 
from 8 to 6 kr. per kilog., with effect as from 20th April. 

{This reduction of duty was provided for in the Sweden- 
Turkey Commercial Treaty of 4th February, 1928. ] 





TURKEY. 


REDUCTION OF DUTY ON CERTAIN ARTICLES 
(TREATY WITH SWEDEN). 


A Commercial Treaty between Sweden and Turkey was 
signed on 4th February, 1928, and came into force, after 
exchange of ratifications, on 21st April, 1929. The Treaty 
provides for the reduction in the co-efficient applicable 
under Tariff No. 464 to the Customs duty on photogen 
cookers and soldering lamps, of copper or copper alloys, 
finished, lacquered, polished, oxidised or nickelled. Such 
articles are now dutiable, on importation into Turkey from 
countries enjoying most-favoured-nation treatment, at the 
rate of 1,750 piastres per 100 kilogs. with a co-efficient of 
4, i.e., at 70 piastres per kilog.

IMPORTATION OF NARCISSUS BULBS DURING 
1 


Je 


H.M. Representative at Washington has forwarded copy 
of a Notice issued by the United States Department of 
Agriculture (Plant Quarantine and Control Administration) 
on 10th April, which reduces to 25,000 the number of 
narcissus bulbs which may be imported into the United 
States in any one year. This amount may include any 
number of varieties and permits. The limitation does not 
apply to the Chinese Sacred Lily, but the quantities of this 
variety authorised are to be indicated in the permit. 
Permits will not be issued for the following varieties :— 
Glory of Sassenheim, Laurens Koster, King Alfred, Paper- 
white, Sir Watkin, Soleil d’Or and Spring Glory; and the 
Notice intimates that, from present indications, there will 
probably be no need for importations for propagation stock 
of Gloriosa, Minister Talma, Pheasant’s Eye and Tresserve 
after the 1929 importing season.

CUSTOMS TARIFF REVISION. 


The Board of Trade have received, from H.M. Repre- 
sentative at Mexico City, information to the effect that the 
Tariff Commission set up to examine the Mexican Import 
and Export Tariff has now completed its labours. The re- 
vision of both the rates of duty and the classification of 
commodities has been under consideration by the Com- 
mission. 

The import duties and other taxes upon goods entering 
Mexico at present comprise a consular fee of 10 per 
cent. of the invoice value of the goods; the duties set out 
in the Customs tariff; an additional 10 per cent. of the 
Customs duties, forming a surcharge allocated to the 
Federal Government; and a further 2 per cent. of the 
Customs duties, forming a surcharge allocated to the muni- 
cipalities in which collections were made. 

The new schedule of import duties has been so adjusted 
as to include the 10 per cent. consular fee and the 10 per 
cent. surcharge for Federal purposes. The surcharge for 
municipal purposes has not been absorbed, and has been in- 
creased from 2 per cent. to 3 per cent. Thus, when the new 
Tariff comes into force the foreign exporter will not be called 
upon to pay the Consular fee, and the importer will not 
pay the 10 per cent. surcharge fee. It is understood, how- 
ever, that the total taxes payable upon imports will re- 
main practically the same as before. 

No information is yet available as to when the revised 
ig proposed by the Commission will be brought into 
orce.

PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 


His Majesty’s Ambassador at Washington has cabled par- 
ticulars of the principal features of the United States Tariff 
Revision Bill, which was introduced into Congress on 7th 
May. Changes are proposed in nearly all the items of the 
agricultural Section of the Tariff (though H.M. Ambassador 
reports that no changes are proposed in respect of wheat, 
live cattle, butter, apples, potatoes and tobacco), and many 
changes are also proposed in the other Sections. A state- 
ment showing the principal proposed alterations reported 
by H.M. Ambassador in the telegram is given below, the 
present duties having been inserted for purposes of com- 
parison. As this statement is based on telegraphic informa- 
tion, it is, of course, liable to correction when fuller details 
are received. 


In a few cases, reductions of duty are proposed (e.g., on 
thrown silk, one-inch rayon bands and strips, safety razor 
blade strips, plain basic paper for photographic purposes, 
carillons, and flake plumbago); and a few items (e.g., 
calcium arsenate and women’s unembroidered cotton gloves) 
are to be added to the free list. Leather boots and shoes 
are to remain on the free list. 


As regards the Administrative Section of the Tariff Act, 
it is proposed that United States Appraisers should assess 
duties on United States value, or on American selling price, 
when imported goods are obviously undervalued or when 
foreign production costs are unobtainable. Provisions 
similar to the “‘ flexible ’’ tariff provisions of the 1922 Tariff 
Act are proposed, but are to be based on comparative condi- 
tions of competition in the United States instead of on 
comparative production costs as at present. The Bill also 
contains provisions for the reorganisation of the United 
States Tariff Commission. 


Full particulars of the Bill will be published in this 
‘‘ Journal’’ as soon as possible after copies of the Bill are 
received in the Board of Trade.

Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing 
in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of 
business ; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods ; 
firms or individuals considered suitable to act as repre- 
sentatives or agents for British firms; Foreign and Colonial 
Tariff and Customs Regulations; statistics of Imports or 
Exports; forms of Certificates of Origin; regulations 
concerning commercial travellers; Consular Invoices; 
shipping and transport, etc. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES. 


The Department of Overseas Trade invite applications
